CHAPTER 47

OFFICERS OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY
S. F. 42

AN ACT relating to the tenure of officers of the general assembly.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section two point six (2.6), Code 1954, is hereby re-
pealed and the following enacted in lieu thereof: “The president pro
tempore of the senate and the speaker of the house of representatives
shall hold their offices until the first day of the meeting of the regular
session next after that at which they were elected. All other officers
elected by either house shall hold their offices only during the session
at which they were elected, unless sooner removed, except as may be
otherwise provided by resolution of the General Assembly.”

This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall take effect
and be in force from and after its passage and publication in the Ames
Tribune, a newspaper published in Ames, Iowa, and in the Mason City
Globe-Gazette, a newspaper published in Mason City, Iowa.

CHAPTER 48

LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH BUREAU
S. F. 29

AN ACT to create a legislative research bureau and to provide for a director thereof

and to define the duties of said bureau.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. There is hereby created a legislative research bureau
under a full-time director of legislative research. Said director shall
be appointed by a legislative committee composed of three (3) sen-
ators, two (2) from the majority party and one (1) from the minority
party, appointed by the president of the senate and three (8) mem-
bers of the house of representatives, two (2) from the majority
party and one (1) from the minority party, appointed by the speak-
er of the house. His term of office shall be for four (4) years ending
June 30 of the fourth year following his appointment. He shall de-
